Hero Who Battled 
30 Planes Identified 
--“Seen Duty, Done It’

LONDON, Jan. 18.—(#)—Maior James H. Howard, 6-foot-4 Mis- 
fourian, was identified tonight as the Mustang pilot who dived alone 
inte a swarm of 30 Nazi fighters over Germany during the big raid 
on Oscherslieben last Tuesday and bagged a probable total of six 


enemy planes in 30 minutes of spectacular dogfighting. 
¢ 


The feat of the lone American 
pilot was observed by the crews 
of the Flying Fortresses he was 
protecting. They gave glowing de- 
scriptions of the one-sided battle 
after the big bombers returned. 
However, the identity of the fear- 
less pilot remained uncertain for 
a week, because of the modesty of 
the various Mustang pilots in as- 
serting claims of victories, and it 
was not until tonight that the 8th 
U. S. Air Force Command singled 
out Major Howard as the hero, 

Howard said facetiously: 


“IT just seen what looked like | 


my duty and I done it.”

But when pressed, the 30-year- 
old native St. Louisan explained, 
“IT was too busy watching all that 
was happening to determine defi- 
nitely all that went down.” 


Howard, who had been one of 
the two or three pilots under con- 
sideration for several days as the 
likely star of the great drama four 
miles up among the clouds, was 
officially credited with two Nazi 
planes destroyed, two probables

The Russians gave no details on 
gains in either of the two areas 
and announced that the drives be- 
gan “several days ago.” Previous 
German announcements indicatéd 
that the drives began last Friday.

Despite the accounts of the 
bomber crews, who insisted they 
had seen a single pilot shoot down 
six planes, Howard refused to 
claim any until he saw the photo- 
graphic evidence. 

His feat made him America’s 
first air hero of both the Euro- 
pean and Pacific theaters. While 
a member of the famous “Flying 
Tigers” over Burma and China he 
shot down 61-3 Japanese planes— 
sharing one with two other pilots 
—and was decorated by General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

TOTAL PLANE SCORE 

He also had destroyed a previ- 
ous German plane since coming 
to Britain, thus bringing his total 
score of confirmed and probables 
to 13 1-3. 

Other fliers here consider him 
certain to be recommended for the 
Congressional Medal, 

His fight against the Germans 
last Tuesday—one of the greatest 
individual air victories of the war 
—began just as Howard’s group 
was leaving the target.

Through the tangle of speculation 


on Moscow's motives for publish- ; 


ing the “British separate peace”’ 
rumor, the rough outlines of a 
dual Russian foreign policy appear 
to be taking shape. 

In the absence of fuller explana- 
tion from Moseow this policy may 
be regarded as designed to protect 
Russia’s interests either in the 
event that postwar international 
collaboration works out—or in 
case it fails. In other words, the 
Russians appear to be hedging 
their bets on postwar security. 


This speculation links with pub- | 


lication in the Communist party 
organ, Pravda, yesterday of a ru- 
mor reported as originating in 
Cairo that certain unnamed Brit- 
ishers had discussed separate 
peace terms with German Foreign 
Minister von Ribbentrop. 


EXPLOSIVE FORCE 


Emphatic British denial merely 
intensified questions as to why the 
Russians let into their controlled 
press so sensational a rumor 
about an Ally. The British re- 
sponse was formally communicat- 
ed to the Russian government to- 
day, and there is hope that Rus- 
sia’s reaction may furnish further 
hints as to what’s up. 


In official Washington quarters 
the news that Pravda had pub. 
lished the rumor, hit with explo- 
sive force. 

For Washington had assumed 
that the Moscow agreements last 
fall and the more recent discus- 
sions among Premier Stalin, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter. Chorei}l at’ Teheran had 
largely dispelled suspicfons and 
increased mutual faith between 
the Anglo-Americans and _ the 
Russians. 

RUSSIANS REALISTIC

Washington may have erred in 
assuming that the Moscow and 
Teheran meetings settled any 
questions other than those actual- 
ly covered in the agreements. 
The Soviet government is re- 
puted to be whoolly realistic in 
its foreign policy, operating on the 
theory that while one course may 
be more desirable than others, it 
may eventually prove impossible 


| to follow. 


Thus the Soviets, while hoping 
and working for eventual security 
in an international organization, 
may simply be providing an alter- 
native course in case a _ strong, 
effective organization fails to ma- 
terialize. 

In line with such a policy the 
Pravda blast would serve as a 
warning to Britain (and the Unit- 
ed States) that the Russian gov- 
ernment is constantly alert to the 
possibility of an upset in present 
Allied arrangements and intends 
always to take the strongest ac- 
tion with respect to any develop 
ments tending in that direction.

A housecleaning at the state 
hospital has been necessary to 
make it possible to open the doors 
of the state institution to those 
who should be sent there for 
treatment. Judge Hartley has been 
working on the new program for 
several months. 

“It will no longer be necessary 
for any family in Georgia to exert 
political influence before some 
mentally sick person can be com- 
mitted to the state hospital,” said 
the director, who was appointed 
by Governor Arnall to the Wel- 
fare Department to clean up many 
of the conditions found to exist in 
various state institutions. 

To families looking for state 
help in medical treatment for 
mental defectives, Judge Hartley 
said: 

“Action may be obtained now 
directly from the ordinary of each 
county. The law provides for com- 
mitment, Under the procedure the 
ordinary names an examining 
body, consisting of two physicians 
and one layman, with the solicitor 
general or county attorney serving 
in an advisory capacity. If this 
body finds that the person under 
examination is insane, the ordi- 
nary will issue a court order com- 
mitting the. unfortunate to the 
state hospital.”

“Aerial reconnaissance shows 
that the Japs have lost all confi- 
dence in their ability to make ef- 
fective offensive use of Rabaul and 
Kavieng. They are now unwilling 
to risk valuable combat or cargo 
ships since we have started 
‘round-the-clock bombing of the 
big bases for which the Japs are 
unable to maintain adequate sup- 
plies, 


“We have showed them their 


strongest bases are vulnerable. It

School Workers 
May Get Bonus 


City school administration of- 


ficials yesterday turned their at- 
tention to fiscal problems with a 
view to providing salary bonuses 
for 2,000 school employes to match 
those allowed 3,000 non-school 
city workers. 

Non-school employes get new 
five per cent bonuses on salaries 


up to and including $250 a month 
in addition to the regular 10 per 
cent bonus, while those making 
over $250 a month and through 
$500 a month will get 2 1-2 per 
cent bonuses in addition to the 
regular 10 per cent bonus. 

The non-school measure is ex- 

to be approved by Mayor 
Hartsfield this week, and Thomas 
W. Clift, school business mana- 
ger, has begun a preliminary 
study of school finances to de- 
termine just what the school 
board can do. 

He said yesterday that he does 
not believe the school board can 
at this time set up similar hikes 
for school employes for the whole 
year, but that they might be pro- 
vided for a period of months, sub- 
ject to extension if collections per- 
mit. 

The school department is given 
@ total of $3,699,569 in city funds 
for 1944, and it carried forward 
from 1943 a total of $444,262 mak- 
ing a grand total of $4,143,862 for 
1944 as compared to $4,132,888 
allocated to the department in 
1943. 

“I do not see how we can pro- 
vide for the whole year the same 
increases for school workers as 
have been voted non-school work- 
ers,” Clift said. “I do not yet know 
what the school board may want 
to do, but I assume it will attempt 
to parallel the non-school em- 
ployes scales so far as possible. 
We may be able to provide for 
a period of months and might be 
able to extend the increases if 
collections warrant. 

Some non-school employes were 
raised $8.75 a month by the new 
bonus, but they were placed in 
higher income tax brackets, and 
netted only 75 cents a month in 
cash as their portions of the raise. 
However, those same employes 
will get credit on their income 
tax payments in 1945. In fact the 
city will pay their federal income 
taxes to that extent, under the 
withholding program.

UNITED FRONT 

After hearing the milk pro- 
ducers contend that they will not 
be able to continue in business « 
the present price scales, the Geor- 
gia congressional group agreed to 
put up a united front in demand- 
ing that the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration and other govern- 
ment agencies take action to rem- 
edy the situation. 

Congressional delegations from 
the other southeastern states in- 
volved will be called upon to join 
with the Georgia group in, pre- 
senting the demands to OPA offi- 
cials, it was said. 

Prior to the discussions the 
Georgia senators and congressmen 
arranged for the OPA, the War 
Stabilization director and the War 
Food Administration to send rep- 
resentatives to the meeting for the 
purpose of hearing complaints.

Queried on the Georgia milk 
situation last week at the time 
hearings were in progress at Ma- 
con before the special state legis- 
lative investigating committee, 
OPA officials said that the agency

As a result of this afternoon’s 
meeting, held in the offices of the 
Senate Finance Committee, of 
which Senator George is chair- 
man, it was proposed that a spe- 
cial committee of Georgia con- 
gressmen and representatives of 
the producers confer with OPA 
heads later to go into the matter 
more thoroughly. 

P. E. O'Donnell, head of OPA’s 
fluid milk section, told the con- 
ference: 

“In my opinion, the main trou- 
ble in Georgia is that the dairy- 
men are caught in the squeeze of 
increased feed and labor costs. 
We think some relief. must be 
given to Georgia dairymen, but 
we are not prepared now to say 
how much.” 

W. W. Lively, Decatur, told the 
congressmen that western’ dairy 
interests “are trying to freeze out 
our producers, and if you let this 
happen we better send some of 
you back to your sugar creeks.”

We have elimi- 
nated any success in the future 
for anyone using political influ- 
ence or pressuile to enable some 
embarrassed family to rid itself 
of one of its members who is 
suffering from some minor men- 
tal illness. Our state hospital was 
built so that those who really need 
hospitalization and treatment can 
get it. I intend to see that they 
get it. Many patients can be re- 
turned to their communities after 
they have been given nothing 
more than some simple treatment 
they need.

The Georgia Baptist hospital re- 
ceived gifts amounting to $130,- 
853 during 1943, according to W. 
D. Barker, superintendent. He 
made his report last night at the 
annual banquet of the hospital’s 
medical and surgical starf. 


Barker also announced that the 
campaign, launched last Novem- 


-| ber to raise a million-dollar fund, 


had progressed past the $200,000 
mark and that he was hopeful of 
raising the entire amount by the 
end of the current year. 

“Our crowded condition con- 
tinues to exist,” said Barker. “One 
of the biggest problems that we 
have to face is the fact that we 
have to say ‘no’ to so many pa- 
tients.” 

The report shows that the hos- 
pital treated 8,797 patients dur- 
ing 1943. Of this number, 1,264 
cases were free or part free, at 
a cost to the hospital of $61,643.

“seemed to make the flat state- 
ment of what the ICC will decide, 
Coming from the speaker of the 
house this sounds like official in- 
formation. Naturally it has caus- 
ed all of us interested in the ques- 
tion to be exceedingly hopeful.” 

But if the ICC should fail to 
act in keeping with the petition 
filed by the southern governors, 
he said, then southern representa- 
tives in congress are prepared to 
press for legislation which will 
force the federal rate making body 
to place all freight tariffs in the 
country on the same basis of 
parity. 

FDR VISIT PLANS 

Commenting on the visit of the 
southern governors to the White 
House yesterday, Governor Arnall 
revealed that President Roosevelt 
had confided to him plans for 
making an early sojourn at Warm 
Springs, which long has been the 
chief executive’s favorite health 
resort, 

Mr. Roosevelt, he said, will 
probably go to the Georgia health 
center sometime around April. No 
definite date has yet been set for 
the visit, but the President was 
represented as hopeful of being 
able to get away from Washing- 
ton for a few days around that 
time. It would be his first ex- 
tended visit to the foundation for 
some time. Last year he managed 
to get to Warm Springs for what 
amounted to barely more than an 
overnight stay in connection with 
an inspection tour of Army bases 
in the south. This time he plans 
to make it longer, circumstances 
permitting. 

The Georgia Governor saw no 
political implications in the White 
House reception arranged for the 
visiting southern governors. 

“NO POLITICS DISCUSSED” 

“It was nothing more than a 
courtesy which any President 
might extend,” he said. “We were 
invited to the White House for 
tea and stayed long enough to 
have a pleasant chat with the 
President. No politics were dis 
cussed.” 

At' the same time Arnall, -after 
his meeting with the various 
southern governors, stated that no 
evidences were found of any po- 
tential southern revolt against the 


Democratic party, as threatened 
in congress recently by Senator 
Josiah W. Bailey, of North Caro- 
lina, and other disgruntled lead- 
ers from the section. 

The governors, he _ declared, 
were just about unanimous in 
their agreement that Mr. Roose- 
velt offers the best bet of the 
party for continued success in the 
coming Presidential election. Some 
of them, he admitted, are a bit 
dissatisfied over the way certain 
things are being done in Wash- 
ington, but there is no thought 
on the part of any of them to 
veer off on an anti-administratior 
movement. 


While not committing himself 
personally to the candidacy on any 
vice presidential possibility, Ar- 
nall corrected an impression given 
by press service dispatches on last 
night’s meeting of the governors 
that those present had expressed 
shouts of approval of Vice Presi- 
dent Henry Wallace for renomi- 
nation. 

“THIS WAS A MISTAKE” 

“This was a mistake,” the Gov- 
ernor explained. “The shouts were 
directed at the suggested candi- 
dacy of Speaker of the House Ray- 
burn. In some way the news was 
erroneously carried that Mr. Wal- 
lace, who was also present, had 
received the plaudits.” 


Prior to returning to Atlanta to- 
night, about the only official busi- 
ness conducted by the Governor 
today was a meeting with Eugene 
Casey, of the White House secre- 
tariat. He and Casey had lunch 
together and spent some time aft- 
erward discussing state and na- 
tional problems. 

Earlier he held numerous talks 
with members of the Georgia con- 
gressional delegation, including 
Senators George and Russell, all 
of whom were in attendance at 
the governors’ meeting last night.

Roosevelt Asks 
Drive Support 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt, appealing for 
support of the Fourth War Loan 


drive, said today, “Until we have 
actually occupied Berlin and To- 
kyo we cannot indulge for a mo- 
ment in the pleasant day dream 
that the war is almost over.” 

“Our most difficult military op- 
erations are ahead of us—not be- 
hind us,” he said in a statement. 

The President’s words came a 
few hours after Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. 
made the first official sale to Vice 
President Wallace to launch the 
$14,000,000,000 Fourth War Loan, 

Our troops must have overpow- 
ering superiority in every kind of 
weapon and fighting equipment, 
President Roosevelt said, declaring 
that is the quickest way to achieve 
victory with the least cost in hu- 
man life and sorrow. 

“During the Fourth War Loan 
drive,” Mr. Roosevelt said, “all of 
us will have an opportunity to do 
our share in shortening the war 
and causing the unconditional sur- 
render of the enemy. Every dol- 
lar invested in war bonds is an 
addition to our offensive power, a 
contribution to our future happi- 
ness and security. Let’s all back 
the attack.” 

First progress report of the came 
paign is not expected at the Treas- 
ury until later in the week, chiefly 
because early emphasis is being 
attached to individual bond sales. 
A quota of $5,500,000,000 has been 
set for such purchases with the 
remainder allotted to business 
firms, insurance companies and

NARROW ESCAPES 

During his eight months of over- 
seas service, Shipp has had some 
narrow escapes. Flying with the 
“Big-tail Birds,” oldest medium 
bomber group in the Mediterra- 
nean war theater, a flak fragment 
tore out the fuselage of his plane 
and hit him in the chest, but it 
had spent its force by the time 
it reached him. On another occa- 
tion, a piece of flak shell coming 
in the direction of Shipp’s face 
hit a gun mount and ricochefed 
away. 

Shipp was born at Finleyson, 
Pulaski county, Georgia. After 
graduating from high school at the 
are of 17, he went for a year to 
Middle Georgia College, at Coch- 
ran, Ga. Then, coming to Atlanta, 
he worked in the medical depart- 
ment of the warehouse of Lane’s 
drug storés. He entered the Army 
in May, 1942, and was graduated 
from the Scott Field (Ill.) radio 
school. 

Shipp’s father is in the produce 
business in Atlanta. His brother, 
Henry R. Shipp, is a mechanic 
with the Army Air Forces at Port 
Moresby, New Guinea.

Another Christmas Christmas in the comfort of home 
and fireside, with the horrors and nerve-wracking pressure of war 
far removed. The home scene was one of tranquillity ...a gaily 
decorated tree and presents underneath ,.. and excited children 
not knowing quite where to begin. 

Out of Mississippi, the 87th Infantry division was on maneuvers 
in Tennessee. One of our fine boys, Private Howell Jones, was 
among the numerous young Americans training for war. 

It was Christmas Eve deep in the hills of Tennessee. 
Many of the boys had never been away from home at 

‘hristmas. 

7 Se some of them cut down a pine tree and stood it up in 

camp. It was decorated with wisps of cotton and hard candy 

sticks. 

Rut Santa Claus didn't come. A storm broke in the night. It 
was a regular gully washer. The boys scrambled up and attempted 
to save their equipment. The torrent washed away their tree and 
some of their other stuff. 

It rained all that night and all the next day. And then it began 
to hail. Drenched to the skin, the boys soon found their clothes 
turning to ice. They walked in ankle-deep mud. There was no place 
for them to sleep. They ate out of canteens half filled with mud 
and water. 

No sleep for as many as three days in a row and no 
chance for a fire in the frigid weather and icicles hanging 


from their beards. 
That was Christmas, 1943, for the 87th Division on ma- 


neuvers in Tennessee. 

There was no bow! football game for the 87th on New Year's 
Day. They were in the field, learning the advanced stages of the 
grim game of war. 

They learned how to take care of themselves against a ruthless 
enemy and to give no quarter where none may be expected. 


. . Howell Jones used to do secretarial 
Grim Experiences work, among other things, in the sports 
department. He didn't go in for athletics as a participant but en- 
joved following sports. The Yankees were his favorite baseball 
team. Georgia Tech was his favorite football team. 

But Howell wasn't much of a participant and he had grown a 
littie soft. 

So I looked curiously at his lean, trim figure suggesting en- 
durance, and the determined look on his face as he talked of experi- 
ences on maneuvers— : 

“I found out what it is to go without food for as much as 
three days ... and we had no water either. Sometimes we 
drank out of muddy streams. Once we stopped and made 
coffee out of the water of a hog wallow. That's all we had. 


Nothing to eat. 
“Went without a bath for 31 days. Often no shave for a week. 


No picture show for 15 weeks. Completely out of touch with civi- 
lization. We learned what an infantryman must know before he 
goes into action. And it was as closely simulated to the actual con- 
ditions of warfare as possible.” ' 
Did the exposure result in sickness and many casualties? 
“In small Tennessee towns there were a lot of civilian 
deaths from influenza,” Jones continued, “but there were only 
slight colds in the maneuver area. We were out where there 


weren't even any germs.” 
Jones grinned as he recalled the ardours of being trained in 


every phase of jungle warfare or for invasion of the European 


continent. 
“As you say, it’s All in the Game,” he said. 


He has eight days to go on a leave—and then?

New President 
Of Coast Loo 
Praised Highly

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—(4)—Clar- 
ence Rowland, newly elected pres- 
ident of the Pacific Coast League, 
today was rated as “the best post- 
ed man in baseball.” 

The appraisal was made by Phil 
K. Wrigley, owner of the Chicago 
Cubs, and also owner of the Los 
Angeles club, which Rowland had 
directed as president for three 
years before his elevation yester- 
day to the $12,500-a-year job as 
chief executive of the coast cir- 
cuit for 10 years. 

Wrigley predicted Rowland 
would be an outstanding success. 

“It’s a little surprising to me 
that Rowland had to go away to 
be fully appreciated,” Wrigley 
said. “It’s like the saying: ‘A 
prophet has no honor in his own 
country.’ 

“He did an excellent job, a 
great job, at Los Angeles and dur- 
ing the ten years he was connected 
with the Cub organization. 

“Now, he's getting what he’s en- 
titled to. He'll be a success. We 
will miss him a hell of a lot.” 

The record indicates that Row- 
land, connected with baseball for 
40-odd years, should have every- 
thing his new position requires. 
He has served at every type of 
task in the game—player, man- 
ager, owner, president, scout and 
umpire. 

Much of his career was spent in 
Chicago, where he saw § service 
with both the Cubs and White 
Sox. He managed the White Sox 
to their last world’s championship, 
when they conquered the New 
York Giants in 1917. 

Rowland’s career started at the 
turn of the century when he quit 
his job as a hotel bellhop in his 
native Dubuque, Iowa, to become 
a phenomenal kid catcher. While 
in his early 20’s he became owner 
of the Dubuque club, then in the 
Three-I League, in 1903. He was 
snatched from the Dubuque 
“bushes” by the late Charles A. 
Comiskey, owner of the White 
Sox, in 1915, to become manager 
of the team without any previous 
major league experience, and 
served four years through 1918,

In that case the questions arise, 
ff the world is to be rebuilt along 
security lines rather than by pow- 
er politics, why should Russia 
seek now to buttress her defenses 
against some future aggression in 
western Europe? 

The answer may be that Russia 
is not yet convinced that security 
‘steps can be taken so effectively; 
that for many years, at least, 
there will be no new aggressor 
in wesern Europe. The same at- 
titude is applied to the Baltic 
states of Latvia, Lithuania and 
Estonia and toward many Balkan 
questions.

It appeared possible that the 
peace talk rumors may have origi- 
nated with the’ Nazis themselves, 
for on January 11 DNB, German 
agency, said rumors of peace ac- 
tions by Von Papen in Ankara 
were being “relegated to the realm 
of imagination.” 

Correspondents regularly sta- 

tioned in Cairo sent no such dis- 
patch as that which appeared in 
Pravda and a checkup there today 
by John F. Chester, Associated 
Press correspondent, disclosed that 
none had heard the rumor, al- 
though he added that rumors in 
Cairo were generally a dime a 
dozen. 
The effect the Pravda story pro- 
duced in London was indicated by 
the unprecedented speed of the 
foreign office denial and an- 
nouncement that it had been 
brought to Moscow’s attention. 


TWO QUESTIONS 

The British want to know why 
Pravda was permitted to print 
such a report. Members of par- 
liament are expected to ask ques- 
tions in the house of commons as 
to why the Moscow radio gave 
the story such a “play” and 
whether the British government 
believes the rumor was given 
Russian credence. 

More important than the rumor 
itself was the fact that it was 
published in Russia, as Henry C., 
Cassidy, Associated Press corre- 
spondent in Moscow, was able to 
say in a dispatch today that noth- 
ing ever gets into the Soviet press 
by accident. 

Cassidy said there were two 
burning questions in Moscow to- 
day: Is the story true? And 
why did Pravda print it? 

It is true that such a rumor cir- 
culated in Cairo, he said, for per- 
sons who recently have gone to 
Moscow from Cairo related they 
had heard it and did not believe 
it. The answer to the first ques- 
tion is covered by the British de- 
nial, he said, but the answer to 
the second is likely to remain a 
mystery.

vograd-Volynski, the Russians 
continued advance with capture 
of the town and large railway 
station of Slavuta, 35 miles south- 
east of Rovno in old Poland. 

The Leningrad area offensives 
were hinted at in Moscow dis- 
patches yesterday which, in men- 
tioning that this was the first an- 
niversary of raising the Leningrad 
siege, suggested the city might be 
entirely liberated in the near fu- 
ture. Even after the 17-month 
Nazi blockade was broken, the 
city has remained within German 
heavy artillery range. 

In London Prime Minister 
Churchill, looking bronzed and fit 
after his recovery from pneumo- 
nia, returned yesterday from a 
ten-week absence in the Middle 
East and Morocco and quickly 
swung into.a series of urgent con- 
ferences with the King, cabinet 
chiefs and high military leaders, 
looking toward zero hour for the 
Allied invasion of western Europe. 

General Dwight D, Eisenhower, 
supreme Allied commander, and 
his field deputies, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Omar N. Bradley and General 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery, are 
expected to meet with Churchill 
at the earliest opportunity to dis- 
cuss the final phases of prepara- 
tions for the long-awaited grand 
assault on the continent, which 
the Germans have been predicting 
as increasingly imminent. 

Meanwhile, President Roosevelt 


he had conferred with General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Admiral 
William F. Halsey and Lieutenant 
General George C. Kenney with 
the idea of obtaining co-ordination 
so as to bring the greatest possible 
simultaneous pressure to bear 
against the enemy in Europe and 
in Asia. 

Volunteering the statement at a 
press-radio conference, Mr. Roose- 
velt spoke also of the necessity for 
assuring adequate supplies in the 
various war theaters. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he was as 

much mystified as anyone else by 
publication of rumors in the news- 
paper Pravda at Moscow that two 
British officials had been talking 
with Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
German foreign minister, about a 
separate peace. 
The President, discussing the 
matter in response to questions, 
said he had no additional infor- 
mation on the subject beyond 
what he had seen in newspapers. 

He declined comment on the 
Polish situation, saying he knew 
nothing about it. 

In Italy Hitler’s 10th German 
army has withdrawn to the power- 
ful Gustav line, several hundred 
yards northwest of the Rapido riv- 
er, for a final bloody stand to pro- 
tect Cassino on the road to Rome, 
headquarters announced  yester- 
day, as American patrols crossed 
the streanr north of Cassino and 
probed enemy positions. 

French troops, swinging in 
through the mountainous terrain 
to the northeast, advanced 1,000 
yards and captured Sant Elia, a 
village situated on the lower bank 
of the Rapido about three miles 
from Cassino, further tightening 
a around the Nazi strong- 
hold. 


FURIOUS BATTLE SIGNS 


All signs portended one of the 
most furious battles since the fall 
of Naples as the Germans put the 
finishing touches on their de- 
fenses. The enemy’s fortifications 
on high ground around Cassino 
command the Rapido river cross- 
ing at the town itself, but the Ra- 
pido does not appear to be as for- 
midable an obstacle as was the 
.Volturno, which the Fifth Army 
forced with heavy casualties. 


The Yugoslav Partisan leader, 
Marshal Josip Broz (Tito), was 
reported yesterday to have been 
wounded when his army broke out 
of German encirclement in Mon- 
tenegro, but the time was given 
indefinitely as last summer, so it 
was believed that he now was 
back in the thick of the fight 
against the Nazi invaders. 


The Cairo radio, which quoted 
the BBC Middle East correspond- 
ent on the report, said the Parti- 
sans suffered 5,000. casualties in 
the engagement and added that a 
document later captured from the 
Germans fixed German casualties 
at three times as many.

MILK MOST HEALTHFUL FOOD 


Outstanding opponent of the use 
of raw milk as a food is Dr. Hor- 
ace W. Soper, of St. Louis, who 
considers raw milk unfit for hu- 
man consumption. Dr. Soper dis- 
approves of milk because he 
thinks it contains too many bac- 
teria, and some of the bacteria 
commonly present in milk are 
identical, he believes, with bac- 
teria commonly found in stomach 
ulcers and others are identical 
with germs commonly found in 
cavities in the teeth, technically 
called Acidophilus, germs which 
some research investigators have 
credited with causing decay of the 
teeth. 

Although I do not kriow Dr. So- 
per personally, I have been a fol- 
lower and an admirer of his sage 
medical observations for many 
years. 

“All mammals, except man, 
cease the use of milk as food after 
weaning” (says Dr. Soper). “As 
a result of his violation of this 
primary biologic law man has

been severely penalized by a host 
of infectious diseases that are dis- 
seminated by milk.” 

It would seem that it is given 
to few men to know what is pri- 
mary biologic law and these few 
so seldom share the secret with 
the rest of us. 

Now I’m a fairly fussy crank 
about some common germs—for 
instances ge of the cri and 
germs of septice-mia (“blood poil- 
soning,” septic infection)—but I 
have not found any convincing 
evidence that either stomach ulcer 
or dental caries is caused by any 
specific germ or by germs nor- 
mally found in milk. 

Evaporated milk is the only 
kind of milk Dr. Soper considers 
fit for human consumption. He 
maintains that pasteurized milk as 
it reaches the consumer usually 
contains pathogenic (disease-pro- 
ducing) bacteria and is not to be 
relied upon as a safe food.

CASE B-239: Ivan Pavlov was 
a great Russian physiologist who 
died an octogenarian in 1936. _ 

He did some excellent exper!- 
mental work that has had great 
value in psychology. 

For example, he showed that if 
a dog was offered meat while at 
the same time a bell was sounded, 
and if this process was repeated a 
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few times, ultimately just the 
sound of the bell would cause the 
saliva to flow profusely from the 
dog’s mouth, 

Thus, an external stimulus in 
the form of a sound, which is 
normally unrelated to salivary 
flow, can soon become so habitu- 
ally linked with the action of the 
salivary glands as to be an ade- 
quate stimulus for the flow of sa- 
va, 

This type of habit formation is 
called “conditioning.” We say that 
the 7 has become conditioned 
to the bell, 

HOW TO RELAX 

Your blood pressure likewise 
becomes conditioned to the office 
tension where you are normally 
employed. 

Even if a man then returns to 
his office on a social visit after 
he has retired, his blood pressure 
will tend to rise because of this 
law of conditioning. 

The converse of this example 
also holds true. In_ childhood, 
when we have father and mother 
to, worry for us and to take the 
responsibility for major decisions, 
we are carefree and happy. 

Our blood pressure, therefore, 
is relatively low and our heart 
is not laboring under the great 
strain that comes with assuming 
responsibility. 

After we reach adulthood and 
marry, we get caught up by the 
tension of parental obligations and 
factory or office duties. We must 
meet various deadlines in our 
work and assume financial wor- 
ries. No longer can we pass the 
buck, at least to our earthly 
father and mother. 

We are then on the receiving 
end of America’s most popular 
sport, namely, “buck passing.”

In Spite of Theories to the Contrary 


I believe any fresh milk is made 
perfectly safe for infant, child, im 
valid or adult, by scalding—bring- 
ing the milk to a boil for one min- 
ute. This scalding probably de 
stroys less vitamins than the par- 
boiling process called pasteurizing 
does—pasteurizing means heating 
the milk to 155 degrees fahren 
heit and keeping it at that tem- 

rature for 20 to 30 minutes, then 
etting it cool. Either process, I be 
lieve, may be relied upon to de 
stroy or render harmless any dis- 
ease-producing germs the mils 
may contain. So far as safety is 
concerned I’d as soon take scalded 
or pasteurized milk as I would 
evaporated milk. 

Pure raw, certified, pasteurized 
or just home scalded, milk is still 
the most nearly perfect food for 
infant, growing child, youth or 
adult, in my opinion.

America’s finest 
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Georgia’s Milk Dilemma 

Despite the fact that there remain several unexplained fac- 
tors in the overall picture—as, for instance, the OPA’s revela- 
tion that Savannah distributors are not paying producers full 
ceiling prices—there is little doubt but that steps must be taken, 
and immediately, to alleviate Georgia’s critical milk situation. 

While we realize full well that the breaking of the stabilization 
line at any point is the start of another spiral on the dangerous 
whirlwind of inflation, still one cannot very well argue against 
the fact that good milk cows are being slaughtered for beef at a 
time when there is dire shortage of milk, 

Our present dilemma stems, of course, from the fact that too 
many Georgia milk producers have inadequate pasturage and 
must buy the bulk of their feed ...and that no ceiling was put 
on the cost of dairy feed when OPA froze milk prices. 

As a result feed costs have risen in the neighborhood of one 
hundred per cent while the price of milk has remained stationary. 
Moreover, due to the existence of ceilings on corn, less and less 
-of that commodity has gone to the feed mills with the result that 
the feedstuffs which now cost the farmer twice as much as 
previously have been materially reduced in quality. 

Milk producers, therefore, have been increasingly hard put to 
make ends meet. More and more have been selling off their herds 
and going out of business. The government subsidy of 3.4 cents 
a gallon, Inaugurated several months ago, helped—but not enough. 

It is with regret that one witnesses the increase in price of 
any commodity as universally necessary as milk. Sad experience 
indicates that increased consumer costs tend to linger long after 
the emergency for which they were created is gone. 

Nevertheless, Georgia’s milk situation has apparently reached 
the point where either increased retail prices or an additional 
Subsidy is necessary. 

Upon one thing, though, the public should insist. The entire 
increase must go to the producer. It is he—not the distributor, 
with his curtailed delivery expenses—who is suffering.

Puzzling 

The rumor, made public by Pravda, official Communist organ 
of Russia, to the effect that British officials had discussed sep- 
arate peace proposals with Germany is, on the face of it, er- 
roneous. No one in the world who has the slightest understand- 
ing of the Churchill government and of the attitude of the en- 
tire British people could put one iota of credence in such a report. 

The puzzling angle to the whole incident, however, is why 
Pravda should print such a palpably false story. There are many 
possible explanations. First, and most obvious, is an error in 
translation. If, for instance, the word “separate” is an error 
in translation, the report becomes credible. It would be quite 
logical for Germany to be seeking peace terms and first ap- 
proach might well be made to one or other of the Allied nations. 
Or, it might mean an offer by Germany to make peace “separate” 
from Japan. 

There is also the possibility that the whole thing is a piece 
of tricky propaganda, either by the Germans in effort to create 
distrust between Russia and Britain, or, more subtle still, it 
might be just an incident in the Allied war of nerves on the 
Germans. To get them more nervous and more confused than 
ever. 

It could, in fact, be anything save what it appears on the sur- 
face. A genuine move by which Britain would desert her allies. 
That is an absurd impossibility. 


Things being as they are, it must be almost time to reprint 
the one about the Cengo tribe that ate the tax collector. We 
never tire of that story.

He was a great general, one of the three or four greatest the 
wars of the world have known. We know that. We know, too, 
that he once said, watching a great battle, and seeing the dead: 
“It is well that war should be so terrible, if it were not we might 
become too fond of it.” . 

It was the man who comes down to us. He ruled a fire within 
himself. He was loved, idolized. He possessed every good and 
noble gift. He could take great burdens and carry them well. 
He believed in God but did not preach too much or make a show 
of it. As great as his belief in God was his belief in duty. He 
followed it first and last. And so, he was as great in defeat or 
victory. In all his life and experiences he had that marvelous 
poise. He was kind and gentle but brooked no disobedience. He 
sought no intimates,’ yet men were drawn to him. His life was, 
in short, a Greek proportion of common sense, tenacity and 
courage, and of unfaltering devotion to God and duty. 

His life was never easy. He knew all the sorrows and few of 
the joys. He lived and he died in the same perfect proportion 
and as such he comes down to us today. 

So, let him ride Traveler back into the mists, leaving in our 
hearts the inspiration of a life rich in the accomplishments of 
character and courage.

Editor, Constitution: As _ the 
wife of an engineer, I have been 
a member of the “railroad fam- 
ily” for almost 40 years. I have 
traveled considerably and have 
met employes on many railroads. 

have attended conventions 
where there were assembled en- 
gineers from all the roads in the 
United States. I have never met 
one making $600 a month, or a 
“little bit more.” 

My husband has been running 
an engine for 44 years. He is one 
of the oldest men, in point of serv- 
ice, on his division and he has one 
of the best paying runs. When he 
makes every trip, he draws $370 
a month. From this he pays ex- 
penses at the other end of the 
run, and they are about double 
what they were a few years ago. 
The price of overalls and laundry 
has increased greatly. When. these 
expenses, together with insurance, 
social scurity, old age pensions, 
income tax, et cetera, are deduct- 
ed, there is very little left for liv- 
ing expenses, purchase of bonds, 
etc. To gain this run, he worked 
long years in freight service and 
served a long time on the extra 
board. It takes years of experi- 
ence and training to learn the in- 
tricacies of transportation and to 
discipline the mind and faculties. 

It would be well to talk with 
some members of the brotherhood, 
rather than accept, without in- 
vestigation, statements from a 
disgruntled railroad clerk, who 
knows very little about the oper- 
ating part of the railroad?

I recall a well-known symphony director who, one evening after 
two highballs, told me the curse of music was the little group in 
every town which gave concerts to themselves and who built up a 
cult which frightened the people away from music. 

“Great God,” he said, storming, “all you need to enjoy any music 
is a pair of unimpaired ears.” 

Well, all one needs to enjoy ballet is a pair of eyes and ears. 
The worst thing that ever happened to ballet was when it was 
called “beautiful,” and when the word “culture” came to be asso- 
ciated with it. 

I have maintained that any man who appreciates a good short- 
stop in action, or who likes to see an outfielder go tar back and 
leap up for a great catch; or one who likes to see broken-field run- 
ning in football, or intense physical co-ordination in golf, would like 
ballet if he would look at it with open eyes. But most husbands 
are drawn to it under protest and sit there in agony, wishing they 
were anywhere else. 

I cannot pretend to explain it, but it is important to know that 
the clumsy word choreography does not mean merely the arrange- 
ment of the movements, but the entire orchestration of the dance. 
His art is the only one which contains the elements of sculpture, 
of dancing and drama. He must organize the single figure and the 
group. Then he must make them move and flow. He must create 
transition from. pose to pose. Then he must deal with the most 
difficult of all drama—pantomime. 


DANCERS There are some great artists with the Ballet Russe 

company. Heading the list is’ the incomparable 
Alexanda Danilova, one of the really great. She has been what 
they call a “ballerina absoltua” for many seasons and there still 
is none greater. 

The backbone of the company is its stars, Danilova and Franklin, 
but at least two newcomers, Ruthanna Boris and Leon Danielian, 
have added strength. Miss Boris has great quality and intelligence. 
Danielian is being received with real enthusiasm. Critics speak of 
his thrilling “elevation.” This means his steps in the air. 


The technical terms of ballet frighten some. They need not. 
Remember ballet is an old art, almost a ritual. Adagio, arabesque, 
entrechat, fouette, pirouette, and so on, are but movements of the 
dance. Incidentally, do not speak of “toe dancing.” They call it 
“sur les pointes” and ask if you would speak of hand-painted 
pictures. 

All these movements flow together in continuous movement, with 
the elevation and the sudden sharp line of “sur les pointes” giving 
them swift change and direction. I honestly think if husbands will 
look and see what is going on, they will like ballet. And that guy 
who does the entrechat? Try it at home some time. But keep the 
arnica handy.

He Didn’t Show Me 
What I Want to Know 


This famous “card detective,” Mickey Mac- 
Dougall—surely you’ve heard of him—was the 
principal attraction at the Kiwanis Club hinch- 
eon yesterday. 

I was at the luncheon. I marveled, as in the past, at the magic 
which is in the MacDougall fingers. I said a word of silent thanks 
for the tips he gave on how to recognize the actions of a crooked 
poker player. If ever the personal bank account shows a balance 
above ten bucks and if, hence, I ever get into a place where a pro- 
fessional poker crook might be present, I'll watch for such indi- 
cations. 

Personally, however, I was disappointed in one respect by the 
MacDougall talk and demonstration. His wizardry, on Tuesday, 
was all concerned with the dealing of poker hands. Now, poker is, 
primarily, a young man’s game. I used to play, occasionally, in 
the dear, dead days beyond recall. Nowadays I’m a bridge perpe- 
trator. And I'd like to know a few simple bits of.crooked play at 
a bridge table so I could do something to remove that faint trace of 
smug superiority when I, and some other husband, play against our 
wives. The women almost always win. Of course, as all husbands 
in like situation know, the men folks never draw as good cards as 
the women. It isn’t that the women are superior bidders or play- 
ers. Oh, my, no. They just have all the luck of the deal, rubber 
after rubber. You know how it is, fellows. 

All I wanted MacDougall to teach me was how to do something 
about bridge dealing that would, in some degree at least, eliminate 
this advantage of cards the women so universally enjoy. If fate, 
or luck, or whatever, won’t give us men an even break, let’s learn 
how to give Lady Luck a little push in our direction. 

But all MacDougall did on Tuesday was deal himself four aces 
in poker with monotonous regularity, despite all the shuffling and 
cutting of the cards. Four aces are not to be disparaged, even in 
bridge. The chances are they are good for four tricks, anyway. 
But, Mickey, how can I do it, at the bridge table? With the wife, 


my opponent, watching. 
ANOTHER QUESTION Another point of issue. Mickey said 
that the methods of a stage magician 
with a deck of cards are altogether different from the methods of 
a crooked card player in a game. He explained that the stage 
magician deceives by moving his body and his hands, as well as 
by his patter. Whereas the card player perpetrates his evil in a 
quiet, unobtrusive, almost motionless way. 

He added that a stage magician, no matter how clever, was rarely 
if ever a card manipulator in a game. 

Now I may have run into the exception that proves that rule. 
But, certainly, many years ago I had experience with one of the 
best of the stage card manipulators which, to my mind, proved he 
was just about as adept around a quiet poker player as he was 
behind the footlights. 

This man was spending a long summer vacation from his theatri- 
cal engagements in a small and pleasant Carolina town. 1 was there, 
too, that summer. Both of us lived at the same hotel. (It was in 
my bachelor days.) And, in the way more or less permanent hotel 
guests do, we got friendly. With the outcome that we fell into the 
nightly habit of playing poker, in his room or mine. The poker party 
was made up, night after night, of my friend the magician, me, and 
two or three traveling salesmen. The traveling salesmen were gen- 
erally a different group each night. 

We played like that for almost three months. And I noticed, 
night after night, the traveling guests were always the losers, the 
magician was the heavy winner and I ended the game approxi- 
mately even, financially. 

I could never see how he did it, but I know as surely as I know 
anything that magician was manipulating the deal, taking our night- 
ly visitors to ride, protecting me, his friend, or, perhaps, using me 
as a funnel for some of the money that left the travelers’ pockets 
to find a home in those of the magician. 


’ One necessity for success as a card sharp Is 
1 CAN'T DO IT beyond me. That is the finesse of the hands 
and fingers. I could never, not with a couple of decades of prac- 
tice, learn to deal a card from the bottom or center of the deck. 

Mickey MacDougall can show me how it is done a hundred times 
and I could practice for years and I'd be just as clumsy at the end 
as at the beginning. 

If you ever find me at the same card table as yourself, you'll 
know my playing is morally, even if not intelligently, above sus- 
picion. I’m too clumsy to get away with the tiniest and easiest 
crooked act. 

Why, I can’t even trick my wife on keeping score. She always 
catches me when I try to casually jot down the same honors pre- 
mium twice in the “We column of the score pad,

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Having 
told you of certain relations be- 
tween a number of corrupt union- 
eers and important politicians of 
the New Deal household, I will 
play the other side of the record 
today. 

This piece concerns some lead- 
ers of the Republican organiza- 
tion in Westchester county, and 
James Bove, a vice president of 
the notoriously corrupt Hod Car- 
riers’ Union and proprietor of Lo- 
cal 60, a privately held West- 
chester local. 


Checks to G. O. P. 


Mr. Bove, who is now under 
indictment in New York county 
on charges of extortion, paid 
$2,500 to former Supreme Court 
Justice William F. Bleakley, one 
of the most powerful men in the 
Republican organization in 1942, 
for “legal services rendered,” the 
nature of which I do not know. 
He also drew checks on the union's 
treasury for a total of at least 
$600, ostensibly as contributions 
to the 1940 campaign fund of 
William F. Condon, a Republi- 
can state senator and chairman 
of the senate committee on labor 
and industry. The checks were 
so represented to the membership. 

Other interesting data exists 
which could be brought to light 


iby an official inquiry, strongly in- 


dicating that leaders of the Weat- 
chester county Republican organ- 
ization had other relations with 
Bove and with two other union- 


eers now under indictment with 


Bove in New York—Martin Par- 
kinson and William J. McGeory, 
rulers of Local 137 of the Op- 
erating Engineers, another crook- 
ed and ruthless national racket 
operating under charter from the 
AFL. But in the regular course 
of events, such an inquiry would 
be conducted by Elbert T. Gal- 
lagher, the district attorney, or 
prosecutor of the county, who is 
a member of the same Republi- 
can organization and the polit- 
ical friend of Messrs. Bleakley 
and Condon. It is pertinent also 
to report that Livingston Platt, 
Mr. Bleakley’s law partner in the 
firm of Bleakley, Platt & Walker, 
with offices in White Plains and 
New York, is chairman of the 
Westchester county Republican 
committee. 

Mr. Bleakley is at present serv- 
ing as a commissioner investigat- 
ing alleged frauds in the admin- 
istration of the Workmen’s Com. 
pensation Act. He was appointed 
by Governor Lehman and reap- 
pointed to continue his work by 
Governor Dewey. He has con- 
firmed that fact that he did per. 
form legal services for Bove’s 
union and did receive compensa- 
tion without volunteering to state 
the nature of the services or the 
amount of the fee. 


Two Sentenced 


An investigation of racketeering 
by Local 17 of the Hodcarriers in 
Orange and Ulster counties across 
the Hudson river, in the construc- 
tion of the $300,000,000 Delaware 
aqueduct, by Edward G. O'Neil, 
a Democrat of Governor Lehman’s 
administration, begun in March 
1942, was wound up last Decem- 
ber. Two strong-arm grafters, un- 
derlings of Bove and Joe Fay, of 
the operating engineers, a notori- 
ous thug and union racketeer, 
were convicted and sentenced to 
prison. This inquiry was confined 
to localized places and matters, 
however, and could not cross the 
river into Westchester county al- 
though much evidence was turned 
up incidentally indicating that the 
depradations of the mob at the ex- 
pense of the rank and file and the 
taxpayers were at least as griev- 


ous in Westchester, if not more so. 


It could be of course that Mr. 
Bleakley, a former judge, now full 
of local political honors and still 
a man of great political influence 
in the state Republican organiZa 
tion, did not know the character 
of Mr. Bove or his union, or his 
associates, Parkinson, McGeory 
and Fay, who also is under indict- 


|ment in New York. However, he is 


a very alert and intelligent man 
who knows a great deal about fhe 
neighbors in Westchester and their 
activities and interests. 


At Dinner 


Moreover, he was present as a 
speaker at a racket dinner run for 
Parkinson at the county center in 
White Plains in November 1949 
with McGeory as _ toastmaster, 
which cost $5.50 a plate and broke 
up in a row because many of the 
sand hogs, hard-rock men and oth 
er toilers' on the aqueduct job 
didn’t get even the 75-cent token 
blue-plate special usually served 
at such demonstrations of rank 
and file loyalty to boss unioneers. 
There were about 2,000 diners 
present and many other tickets 
were sold to the contracting com- 
panies by the traditional shake- 
down process, but were not used. 
At the time it was reported on the 
aqueduct job that Mr. Parkinson 
had received, with the affectionate 
respect of his subjects, a gift of 
the kind usually described as a 
handsome testimonial.

Jack & Heintz and 
The Renegotiation Law 


WASHINGTON, .Jan. 18.—One of the best 
arguments in favor of the contract renegotiation 
law, now the subject of bitter debate in congress, 
is the case of Jack & Heintz, Inc., the Cleveland 
firm which ran an original investment of $100,000 into profits and 
salaries to its owners of more than $2,000,000 on war business within 
two years. 

In a series of expensive advertisements appearing in New York 
and other eastern papers recently, the company has been letting out 
the loudest kind of a squawk against the operations of the law. 

Judging from the ads, the country might well get the impres 
sion that the government is about to put the company out of busi- 
ness, all because it is being forced, through renegotiation, to return 
some $7,000,000 in excessive profits.on war contracts. 

According to one of the ads published in the New York Times 
during the past week, the company’s balance sheet for 1942 would 
actually show a net loss of $2,826 after renegotiation, although net 
profit before federal taxes amounted to $7,983,253. The picture thus 
presented is grossly misleading. It is the sort of thing that is re- 
sponsible for most of the half-baked attacks on the Washington 
bureaucracy. 3 

When the true facts are revealed the public gets an entirely 
different conception of the matter.

of the company, it is appropriate to recall that its operations were 
first exposed by Chairman Carl Vinson, of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee.

negotiation law, stepped into the picture and forced a reduction in 
the three top salaries by half. Even then they were getting three 
times the amount of their original investment. The salary of the 
lowest paid was reduced from $66,500 to $12,000, and the kibosh 
was put on all the fancy bonuses the company was handing out to 
its run-of-the-mine employes. 

With all of their gall, the four controlling officers didn’t have 
quite the cheek to complain openly about the salary reductions, 
sensing, no doubt, that a public reaction could not very well be 
raised on this score, since Mr. Willkie had managed the affairs of 
a billion-dollar concern for less. 

What they are trying to arouse public indignation over is the 
refusal of the War Department to allow the company to set aside 
the sum of $550,000 annually as a fund for postwar reserves-—to 
provide jobs for returning soldiers and its present employes, as the 
company wail puts it. 

The unadulterated bunk in that complaint is that, after the war. 
the company, in all probability, will be out of business. Or, if 
it is not, its operations will be reduced to the barest minimum, as 
there should be more: than enough of its products on the market 
to supply normal needs of the aircraft industry for some years. 

Obviously the main purpose of the postwar reserves is to pro- 
vide a fund for continuing the fat salaries of the four profiteering 
officers who control the company. It would be a good way of 
evading the excess profits law and the renegotiation act. 

These are the kind of people who are squawking the loudest 
over the renegotiation law, It is the one such means of knocking 
out the war profiteers.,

Abraham Waits To 


Shoot the Devil 


MACON—Abraham Simons, so 


they say, was a 


maker of wagons and a seller of whisky, and a 
soldier in the War of 1812. He was fond of danc- 


ing, and of fiddle music, and to his big house at 
Washington, Ga., the gentry and the ladies of the early 


1800’s came 


to tread a merry measure and to look, with genteel reserve of course, 


upon the wine when it was red. 

It is somehow passing strange 
that old Abraham’s money should 
have gone to found that staunch 
and sturdy Baptist school that is 
known as Mercer University, 
whose sons eschew the flowing 
bowl and who seek the things of 
the spirit. 

It may be, though, that if Abra- 
ham knew how his money was 
spent, gay and rakish Jewish gen- 
tleman though he was in the full 
bloom of his youth, he would ap- 
prove. For legend has it that as 
age came upon him Abraham 
turned from his profligate ways. 

The facts are lost in the mists 
of the past, but this one thing is 
sure. When he.came to die he 
wrote in his wifl that he should 
be buried standing up, in a tomb 
of stone, with his musket by his 
side. 

His reason for this, he made 
clear to all, was in order that he 
might be ready to shoot the devil 
should Beelzebub come to annoy 
how in his tomb. So he stands 
today, in his sarcophagus of rock, 
six miles out of Washington, Ga., 
ready to fire should Satan appear. 

It is the only marker, so far as 
I know, which records the fact 
that Abraham Simons ever lived. 
Surely there is none at Penfield, 
where his money helped build the 
first Mercer, nor at Macon, where 
the modern institution now stands. 

Not that he is a skeleton in the 
ecademic closet of whom Mer- 
cerians are ashamed, a forebear 
whose aptics cause them any em- 
barrassment. They just don’t re- 
call, exactly, hdw the Jewish gen- 
tleman who séld rum, fitted into 
the picture of Mercer's founding. 


It came about thus. When Abra- 
ham died his widew, Nancy, lived 
in the big house at Washington 
where once the gentry danced and 
frolicked. Hard by this house was 
ea church, and to this church, on 
certain Sundays, came a preacher 
named Jesse Mercer, a man of 
tremendous spiritual force and 
power, and though himself unedu- 
cated, a crusader in the field of 
Christian education. 

It may be that his voice carried 
across the way to where the 
wealthy widow Simons dwelt. At 
any rate, she soon put off her 
widow's weeds to become the wife 
of Jesse Mercer. 

About this time a stern and 
zealous man from the _ north,

Adiel Sherwood, rose up in the 
counsels of the Georgia Baptist 
Convention to urge the founding 
of a Baptist school. He caught the 
‘ear of Josiah Penfield, of Savan- 
'nah, who gave $2,500 provided the 
| convention would match that sum. 

Strangely enough, Jesse Mercer 
_opposed the ‘ounding of the school 
(that was to bear his name. He 
thought it would hamper the de 
velopment of Columbia College. 
that the Baptists had founded at 
Washington, D. C. But they per- 
suaded him, and to the $5,000 al- 
feady raised he added another 
five—of Abraham Simons’ money. 

They chose a site after some de- 
liberation, rejecting one spot on 
which a tavern stood in what 
would now be Whitehall street, 
Atlanta. They settled on a sylvan 
solitude near Greensboro, Ga., 
which they gave the name of Pen- 
field, and where, on the second 
Monday in January, 1833, Mercer 
Institute, a double log cabin, open- 
ed its doors. 

Thirty-nine students came, bear- 
ing bedding and candles, $15 in 
cash and a willingness to work 
hard in the fields and study hard 
at night. The Institute thrived un- 
der a devout and earnest Billing: 
ton Sanders. 

But even then Jesse Mercer 
was reluctant to recognize the 
child which bore his name. In 
1837 he was earnestly working for 
the establishment of another 
school. But a depression hit and 
the plan was abandoned, and Mer- 
cer Institute, instead of becoming 
a stepchild became the pride of 
the Baptist family. A town was 
laid out around it, where the fa- 
thers ruled “no building may be 
used for gaming, or for the sale 
of spirits, wines, cordials, porter 
or beer.” 

From then on Jesse Mercer was 
a Mercer man. He gave Nancy 
Simons Mercer’s money in goodly 
chunks whenever it was needed, 
$100,000 or more in all. 

Abraham of the grog-selling 
days might have demurred a little 
at seeing his money spent in a 
town where the sale of ardent 
spirits was forbidden. But the 
Abraham who stands in his tomb 
with his musket would have look- 
ed at the matter differently. 

For like him, Mercer has stood 


ready, for 111 years, to shoot the 
devil whenever he should appear,

Victory in 44? 
By COLONEL FREDERICK 
PALMER. 

When General Eisenhower, who 
is to command in western Europe, 
says that we shall win the war 
with Germany in °44, this should 
be a safe prediction. 

He has this winter for the prep- 
aration of his vast army before 
the weather in northwestern Eu- 
rope favors ground-force opera- 
tions. Until late March, or early 
April, from the river Somme in 
France to the shore of Holland, 
transport, guns and infantry 
would have to move through deep- 
er mires of mud than have frus- 
trated the American Fifth and 
British Eighth armies in Italy. 

Later, he will have all the sum- 
mer of '44 in which to clinch the 
victory with immense ground 
forces, supported by overwhelm- 
ingly superior air power, making 
it impossible for Germany to en- 
dure another winter of war on 
the home or battle front. German 
surrender should be inevitable be- 
fore New Year’s Day, 1945. 

General Eisenhower knows how 
stubbornly and with what tactical 
skill the Germans have fought in 
Italy since the landing at Salerno, 
making the Allies pay for every 
yard of ground gained. 

MUST BE READY 

He knows how in his prepara- 
tions for opening a western front 
he must be ready to meet any of- 
fensive stroke which is in the Ger- 
man offensive-defensive method. 

Looking to the future, just what 
is the position of General Mar- 
shall in relation to that of General 
Eisenhower? As chief of staff, 
General Marshall is supreme un- 
der the President over all?# our 
Army at hom. or anywhere over- 
seas. General Eisenhower is to 
be supreme over both the Ameri- 
can and British armies in west- 
ern Europe. But supreme = over 
the British army, as such, is the 
chief of the British army staff un- 
der Prime Minister Churchill. 

Eisenhower may issue a direc- 
tive to General Sir B, L. Mont- 
gomry, who is to command the 
British forces under him, but Mar- 
shall may not. Nor may Marshall 
issue directives to any but the 
American forces under General 
MacArthur or those under com- 
mand of General Stilwell in Chi- 
na, Burma or India, which are 
under the supreme command of 
Lord Louis Mountbatten., Nor has 
the British army chief of staff au- 
thority over any but British army 
forces anywhere. 

Actually Eisenhower is, as are 
MacArthur and Mountbatten, un- 
der the supreme authority of the 
combined Anglo-American chiefs 
of staffs in which General Mar- 
shall sits in with Marshall Sir 
John Dill as the British repre- 
sentative in Washington. 

UNITY ASSURED 

Unity of over-all military policy 
is subject to their agreement. In 
turn their action is subject to po- 
litical policy, which so often dom- 
inates military policy, and this is 
up to President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill. In ei- 
ther case differences of view may 
have to be thrashed out before 
an agreement is reached, in con- 
trast with Russia where Marshal 
Stalin is in supreme, single com- 
mand of both political and mili- 
tary policy. 

In forming American military, 
naval and air policy General Mar- 
shall sits in with Admiral King 
and General Arnold, and the three 
sit with the three opposite Brit- 
ish chiefs in forming common ap- 
plied policy. 

Marshall’s is the mighty influ- 
ence on Allied global strategy. 
Within less than a day he can be 
at Eisenhower's headquarters, and 
in a day in Hawaii. He can be 
in close touch with operations on 
both the Atlantic and Pacific sides. 

When Germany is licked Eisen- 
hower's job will be finished, but 
Marshall’s will continue until Ja- 
pan is licked. 

Complete unity of command on 
the Allied side may be impossible, 
but the next step is to tighten it 
for prompt over-all decisions.

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German Visas 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 18.—4/)— 
Sweden in effect broke off cul- 
tural and scientific relations today 
with Germany. 

Because of Swedish indignation 
over Nazi deportations of Norwe- 
gian University students, Sweden 
will now curtail visas to German 
scientists and cultural experts who 
have been some of the Reich’s best 
propagandists. Announcing this, 
Foreign Minister Christian E. 
Guenther told the Riksdag: 

“They are no longer welcome. 
The deportation of Norwegian stu-, 
dents showed that Germany really 
is trying to cripple Norwegian cul- 
tural life and Germany can no 
longer expect the former generous 
treatment on visas for German 
scientists and cultural representa- 
tives.”

Dive Bombers Work 
Closely With Infantry

IN ITALY, Jan. 19.—(By

dive bomber has never been fully accepted by 
the Allied armies, The British have always been 
fully against it—they call the German Stuka a

In the dive-bomber groups over 
here we have several hundred 
pilots and mechanics who believe 
with a fanatical enthusiasm that 
the dive bomber is the most won- 
derful machine produced in this 
war.

The brakes are necessary be-/ 
cause of the long straight-down 
dive on the target.

These boys dive about 8,000 feet 
before dropping their bombs. 
Without brakes they would ordi- 
narily build up to around 700 
miles an hour in such a dive, but 
the brakes hold them to about 390. 

The brakes are nothing but 
metal flaps in the form of griddles 
about 2 feet long and 8 or 10 
inches high. They lie flat on the 


They call on the dive bombers 
and give them the location. Within 
an hour, 
quicker, they come screaming out 
of the sky right on top of that gun 
and blow it up. 

They can do the same to bunched 
enemy troops, bridges, tank col- 
umns, convoys, or ammunition 
dumps. Because of their great ac- 
curacy they can bomb much closer 
to our own troops than other 
planes would dare. Most of the 
time they work less than a thou- 
sand yards ahead of our front 
lines, and they have had missions 
much closer than that.

The dive bombers approach 
their target in formation. When 
the leader has made sure he has 
spotted the target he wiggles his 
wings, raises his diving brakes, 
rolls on his back, then noses over 
and down he goes.

They follow one right after the 
other, not more than 150 feet 
apart. There’s no danger of their 
running over the next one ahead. 
for the brakes hold them all at 
the same speed. 

They’re so close together that as 
many as. 20 dive-bombers have 
been seén in a dive all at once, 


The group I.am with has been 
in combat six months. During that 
time they have flown 10,000 sor- 
ties, fired more than a million 
rounds of 50-caliber ammunition, 
and dropped three million pounds 
of bombs. That’s more than the 
the entire Eighth Air Force in 
England dropped in its first year 
of operation, : 

Our dive bombers are known as 
A-36 Invaders. Actually they are 
nothing more than the famous 
P-51 Mustang equipped with div- 
ing brakes. For a long time they 
didn’t have any name at all, and 
then one day in Sicily one of the 
pilots of the squadron said: 

“Why don’t we call them Invad- 
ers, since we're invading?” 

The name was carried home in 
newspaper dispatches, and today | 
even the company that makes) 
them calls them. Invaders. 

The pilot who originated the 
name was Lieutenant Robert B. 
Walsh, of Felt, Idaho. He has 
since completed his allotted mis- 
sions and gone back to the States. 
His younger brother is now in the 
same squadron as a replacement 
pilot. | 

The P-51 Mustang is a wonder- 
ful fighter. But when you trans- 


making a straight line up into the 
sky like a gigantic stream of 
water. 

At about 4,000 feet the pilot re- 
leases his bombs. Then he starts 
his pullout. The strain is terrific, 
and all the pilots “blackout” a lit- 
tle bit. It lasts only four or five 
seconds, and is not a complete 
blackout.

Once straightened out of the 
dive, they go right on down {to
